Proceedings in Both Branches of the Na­ 
tional Legislature. 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 17.—In the Senate 
Monday credentials of Senators Jones 
(Nev.) and M itchell (Ore.) for the term 
beginning March 4 next were filed. 
The conference report on the fortifica­ 
tion bill was agreed to, and Senator Mc­ 
Connell (Idaho) addressed the Senate 
in advocacy of 
his bill, 
directing 
the proceedings 
of 
the condemna­ 
tion 
against 
the 
Union 
and 
Central Pacific roads bill. 
Referred. 
The diplomatic and consular bill was 
then taken up and several committee 
am endm ents agreed to. 
Consideration of the bill was suspend­ 
ed in order th a t the Senate m ig h t! 
listen to the reply of Senator Quay 
(Pa.) to charges made against him. 
At 
the conclusion of the latter'a rem arks 
the hill was again taken up, and the 
following am endm ent, which had been 
agreed to in executive session, was re ­ 
ported: 
“To enable the President to make engage­ 
ment with any such citizen or corporation of 
the United States as shall appear to possess 
the facilities and means necessary to that end 
for telegraphic communication between the

twenty years, and tho sum total paid under 
this authority shall not exceed 13,000,000.”

Plaster­ 
ers have poilu right out and earned $1 
a day. 
Bright young men master tile 
course in plumbing in tlireo months, in 
come instances, and fin J work awaiting 
them on graduating. 
Tho work of tho 
bricklayers who learn the trade there is 
ar superiot to the average contract 
work. 
The old system of training in­ 
duces a boy u\ leave school to find em­ 
ployment in a workshop. 
The trado school system encourages 
him to remain at school, to go to col­ 
lege if ho can, ai.td. then learn his trade 
iii a trado school. 
Thirty-one of the 
forty-four states of the Union are repre­ 
sented at tho New York school. 
Col. 
Auchmuty asks what more useful and 
enduring gift Springfield could receive 
from the business men than such a 
school.—Springfield Homestead.

Hundred* of 
D elivered 
Loads o f L eaf 
Daily. 
There was never mere life and activ­ 
ity in the local tobacco market than at 
the present time. All the warehouses and 
sorting rooms are running with full 
forces; hundreds of loads of the leaf are 
being delivered daily at the warehouses, 
and the coming and going of the bands 
at morning, neon and night: in the vi­ 
cinity of the sorting rooms makes a 
aliene of life and activity in which any 
thriving city might tike pride. 
There is considerable tobacco yet un­ 
sold in the hands of the growers, and 
while the market remains steady and 
prices the same as a few weeks ago when 
the boom was od , there appears to be 
vary little doing in this line, growers 
preferring to hold on believing they will 
receive advance prices later in the sea­ 
son. 
“There is tobacco enough on hand and 
to be delivered to keep the sorters at 
work here until the middle of April,” 
said one cf our local dealers this morn­ 
ing. “One or two of the warehouses will 
not get through sorting until the middle 
of May. 
There must be over six hun­ 
dred Lands employed rn the sorting 
rooms in this city. 
The proposition or 
suggestion published in The Gazette the 
other day, for the building cf a large 
warehouse here, I think was a good one. 
Had we such a warehouse, many of the 
eastern buyers w-uld come bere and 
do business, and we would then do (he 
great bulk of the tobacco business, and 
instead of six hundred hands being em­ 
ployed during the winter in the ware­ 
houses we would have twelve or fifteen 
hundred and perhaps a greater number. 
This would cause large sums of money to 
be distributed rn Janesville and would 
put additional lif* into all branches of 
trade. I hope some of our moneyed men 
will take hold of this warehouse business 
and carry it through.”
